Starke was born in 1822 nearjand after the close of the war. 


Richmond, Va.. He died on 
duly 5, 1901, at Troy, Alabama 
He was the son of Col. Bowling 
and liza Gregory (New) 
Starke. He was a brother of 
Alexander Wallace Starke, a 
native of Hanover County, and 
who died in Troy in 1866. His 
father was also a native of 
Hanover, County, Va., and was 
later a resident of Richmond, 
Va. His mother was the daught 
er of Col. Anthony and Nancy 
(Wyatt) New, of Caroline 
County, Va., later of Kentucky, 
her father having been a mem- 
ber of the Virginia Legislature 
and a member of the 3rd to 8th 
Congresses, serving from Dec. 
2, 1798, to March 38, 1805. 
After his removal to Kentucky 
he represented that State in 
12h, 15th and 18th Congresses. 
He was a great grand son of 
John and Ann (Wyatt) Starke, 
and both his grand father and 
great grand father were mem- 
bers of the -committee of 
safety, Nov. 8, 1775, for Han- 
over County, Va. 

Judge Starke received his 
early education in-the county 
schools. He studied law and 
was admitted to the practice of 
law and begun the practice of 
his profession at Richmond, Va. 
Later he removed to Tennes- 
see and there taught school un- 
til the declaration of war with 
Mexico. He was among the 
first to answer the call to arms 
in the Mexican War, and he 
was present at the capture of 
Mexico City. 

At the close of the Mexican 
War he returned to Richmond 
and resumed the practice of 
law. Upon the advice of his 
brother, A. W. Starke, who 
had already come South he 
settled in Elba, Coffee County. 
In 1861 he accepted the posi- 
tion of adjutant general of the 
18th Alabama regiment of ‘he 
Confederate Army. He was 
severely wounded at the battle 
of Shiloh on April 6th, 1862, 
and was forced to resign his 
position on account of disibili- 
ties. In May following he was 
elected Judge of Probate and 
entered upon his duties on May 
24, 1862. Ile held the office 
of Probate Judge for only one 
term, being sueceeded in 1868 
by Judge B. M. Weeks, a re- 
publican. (An account of 
Judge Week’s election will fol- 
low later.)

It was during his administra- 
tion that the Court House at 
Elba was burned by Yankee 
sympathizers, local raiders. 

Some of the records, mainly all, 
were saved, but County offices 
had to be held in rented rooms 
until the latter part of Judge 
Starke’s administration when 
he new Court House was com- 
pleted. Maj. B. H. Lewis built 
the new Court House, a deserip 
tion of which has been given in 
another chapter. The building 
committee was composed of F. 
M. Rushing, A. Vaughn, J. B. 
Simmons, J. W. Harper and B. 
A. Cummings, The building of 
the Court House was financed 
by the issuance of Treasury 
Notes in the amount of $10,- 
000.00, in’ denominations of 
five dollars and one dollar, 
four thousand dollars to be in 
denominations of $1 and _ six 
thousand dollars to be in de- 
nominations of $5. The Court 
House was a two story wooden 
structure and continued in use 
until 1880 when it was replac- 
ed by the first brick Court 
house. These treasury notes 
weer redeemed and burned at 
the close of Judge Stark’s ad- 
ministration.

Greater Yield Per Acre Impor- 
tant in Solving Problem. 


J. ©, Pridmore. 


The amount of money, or net profit, 
which the farmer gets out of his cot- 
ton crop is determined very largely 
by the yields made on each aore. Gen- 
erally speaking, the larger the yields 
per acre, the greater the net profit to 
the farmer; whereas smaller yields per 
acre give him proportionately less 
profits. 

As evidence of the truthfulness that 
Yields govern profits, we have, in ad- 
dition to the experience of the indl- 
vidual farmers, much information from 
state and government surveys, show- 
ing that there is a close relationship 
between yields per acre, and profits in 
growing cotton, and that the larger 
yields give the farmers more money for 
thelr efforts. 

Since yields do govern profits to 
the farmer, and since profit is what 
the farmer is working for, he should 
strive to make use of every means 
possible that influences and makes for 
bigger yields. 

While there are several factors bear- 
ing directly upon yields per acre, chief 
among these is the kind and quantity 
of fertilizer used. In fact, there ia a 
very close relationship between yields 
per acre and the kind and quantity of 
fertilizer used. That being true, the 
armer intd®ested in making most prof- 
it on his cotton should give very care» 
fol vonsideration to the selection .of 
‘he kind, and quantity, of fertilizers 
ssed in the production of this crop. 

With this In view they should keep 
in mind the fact that fertilizer is to 
he wecd primarily in supplying plant 
food for the growing crop, and that 
best results will be obtained by get- 
ting fertilizers that have been prop- 
erly prepared, processed, well ground, 
finely pulverized, and thoroughly mix- 
ed, and which carry plant foods, phos- 
phoric acid, nitrogeg, and potash in 
the proper balance, or ratio, and in the 
proportion needed by the cotton 
viante; this applied in liberal quanti- 
ties, preferably at, or just prior te 
planting time. 

i To this end we «strongly advise the 
usa of from 600 to 800 pounds per 
acre of a fertilizer containing from 
10% to 12% available phosphoric acid, 
1% to 4% nitrogen, and from 4% to 
{% potash, on the sandy natured lands, 
} artionlarly thoag in the Coagtal Plain

Purchasing Power of Alabama Cotton 

The purchasing power of the Ala- 
‘bama's total production of cotton lint 
on December 1 as compared with the 
same date in former years Is the high- 
est since the beginning of the war 
‘The average annual value on December 
{1 of cotton liat in Alabama from 1909 
to 1913 was $81,843,860. The value 
of the crop on December 1, 1925, was 
$125,153,000 or 63 per cent above tha 
1909 to 1913 average. Taking the gen- 
eral price level éor December 1, at 
160, the purchasing power of the cot- 
ton crop for 1925 is 96 as compared 
with 85 for 1924, 74 for 1923, 34 for 
1920 (the lowest im recent years), and 
100 from 1909 to 1913. 

The purchasing power of cotton per 
pound for the 1925-26 season (at 2¢ 
cents per pound) is 109. For 1924 it 
was 118 and for 1928, 152. The pur- 
chasing power per acre in 1925 is es- 
timated at 109, as compared with 105 
in 1924, and 51 in 1923. The 1909-13 
average is taken ws 100. 

The purchasin@ power per acre of 
cotton in Alabama in 19236 was the 
highest since 1913 when it was 113.—
